Ihis Inftance rvas fome while finee communicaicd 
to tloe Royal Society by that Ingenious Gentleman 
Mr. PfiilTp Packer, a worthy Member of that

|N a Bank in a Clofe of Mr^ Vurefoy , neer his honfe , 
caird Wadley , a mile from Farrington in Berks , 
there grows an Elme^ whichhath now loft the top, 
and is grown hollow , containing neer a Tun of 
Timber. From the But of the lame Tree > one 
of the fpreading Glawes having been formerly cut off with an 
Axe, thtt part of the But 5 from whence the fame was fever'd, 
being about i^ foot above ground, and inward within the trunk 
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of tlie Tree , hath contrafted a petrfiedCr.uft^ about the. 
thicKneis of 2.fnllittgy allov-er the woody part v^ithin theBaPrl^ 
the Marks of the Axe aUb reinainii>g very con/picuous, with thfs- 
petrified f i uft upon if. By what weans it {boultl thus happen , 
cannot well be x:onceived , in regard there fs no watet neer it 5 
the partj above the ground and out of the weather ; the Tree 
yet growing : unlefs being cut at fbme feafonjWhen the fap was 
flowing , the owfing of the fap might become petrified by the 
Air 5 and the Tree grow rotten and hollow inward fince that 
time 5 which how long fince, is not known.
